Plans  for  the  special  day  include 
a motorcade  through  the  city  to 
the  City-County  Building  where 
Hope  will  be  greeted  by  the 
mayor  and  the  county 
commissioners. 

Hope  is  coming  to  Provo  for 
BYU’s  annual  Junior  Prom 
concert  to  be  held  in  the  Smith 
Fieldhouse  at  8 p.m.  April  10.  He 
will  be  performing  with  BYU 
singers  Cherlyn  Hart  and  Ron 
Clark,  and  will  be  backed  by  a 
12-piece  band. 

The  concert  will  be  followed  by 
the  Junior  Prom  being  held  at 
three  locations;  the  Wilkinson 
Center  Ballroom,  the  East  Gym  of 


the  Fieldhouse  and  the  Eldredge 
Center. 

According  to  the  Wilkinson 
Center  Business  Office,  all  the 
Fieldhouse  green  seats  and  the 
playing  floor  area  seats  have  been 
reserved  through  mail  order  sales. 
Other  seating  will  go  on  sale 
Tuesday,  April  7 at  8 a.m.  at  the 
Wilkinson  Center  third  floor 
ticket  office.  A spokesman  for  the 
ASBYU  Social  Office  said 
yesterday  that  clubs  and  social 
organizations  could  order  tickets 
on  a block  seating  plan. 

April  10  will  be  the  big  day  for 
Provo,  and  this  past  Sunday  was  a 
big  day  for  Bob  Hope  when  he 
celebrated  the  20th  anniversary  of 
his  NBC  Television  debut.

the  standard  census  form  which 
they  are  to  fill  out  and  hold  until 
the  census  taker  picks  it  up. 

One  in  every  five  students  will 
receive  the  long  census  form 
which  is  a more  in-depth 
questionnaire. 

Persons  who  fail  to  fill  out  the 
report  and  return  it  to  the  proper 
authority  will  be  in  violation  of 
federal  law  and  will  face  $100  fine 
and  six  months  in  jail  as  a possible 
penalty. 

When  there  are  several  students 
living  together,  they  must  choose 
one  of  their  number  as  head  of 
the  household  and  he  will 


complete  the  questions  pertaining 
to  the  household  head. 

If  the  students  has  a sleeping 
room  off  campus  but  eats 
elsewhere,  the  people  who  live 
and  eat  in  the  house  will  be 
designated  as  the  household  heads 
and  they  will  com-plete  the 
appropriate  spaces. 

Anyone  born  after  the  first  of 
April  will  not  be  counted  in  this 
census  and  will  have  to  wait  10 
more  years  to  make  the  nation’s 
list. 

People  working  as  census  takers 
will  be  identifiable  by  buttons  and 
other  I.D.  which  they  will  carry 
with  them. 

All  the  information  given  to  the 
census  will  be  confidential.

WASHINGTON  (AP)- 
The  Supreme  Court  endorsed 
Tuesday  the  forced  removal  of 
disorderly  defendants  who  disrupt 
their  own  trials  with  noisy 
outbursts. 

The  decision,  by  Justice  Hugo 
L.  Black,  also  approved  the 
binding  and  gagging  of  unruly 
defendants  as  well  as  their  failing 
for  contempt  to  protect 
courtroom  decorum.

“It  would  degrade  our  country 
and  our  judicial  system  to  permit 
our  courts  to  be  bullied,  insulted 
and  humiliated  and  their  orderly 
progress  thwarted  and  obstructed 
by  defendants,”  Black  said. 

Except  for  some  reservations  by 
Justice  William  O.  Douglas,  the 
ruling  was  unanimous.  Douglas 
said  the  court  used  the  wrong 
case-that  of  an  evidently 
mentally  disturbed  defendant— to 
outlaw  courtroom  sabotage  and 
violence. 

The  decision  has  a special 
impact  in  the  light  of  a recent 
spate  of  tumultuous  trials, 
including  the  interrupted 
prosecution  of  12  Black  Panthers 
for  an  alleged  bombing  conspiracy 
in  New  York  and  the  Chicago  riot 
conspiracy  trial. 

Although  Judge  Julius  J. 
Hoffman,  who  presided  in 
Chicago,  declined  substantive 
comment,  the  decision  is  a green 
light  for  trial  judges  to  use  at  least 
one  of  three  procedures 
specifically  approved  by  the  high 
court. 


These  are  binding  and  gagging  a 
defendant  but  keeping  him  in  the 
courtroom,  citing  him  for 
contempt,  or  ejecting  him  until  he 
promises  to  behave. 

Justice  William  J.  Brennan  Jr., 
in  a concurring  opinion,  said  he 
hoped  judges  would  “make 
reasonable  efforts”  to  enable  an 
excluded  defendant  to  keep  up 
with  progress  of  the  trial  and,  to 
keep  in  touch  with  his  lawyer. 

However,  the  court  did  not 
endorse  such  modern 
compromises  between  the  right  to 
face  one’s  accusers  and  a need  to 
maintain  order  as  placing  the 
defendant  in  a soundproof  booth 
in  the  courtroom  or  televising  the 
trial  to  him  outside. 

The  ruling  was  given  in  the  case 
of  a Chicago  man,  William  Allen, 
whose  10-30  year  sentence  in  a 
tavern  robbery  was  thrown  out  in 
U.S.  Circuit  Court  last  July 
because  Allen  had  been  removed 
irom  the  courtroom. 

Black  said  Allen  lost  his  Sixth 
Amendment  right  to  be  present 
because  he  kept  misbehaving 
despite  warnings  from  trial  Judge 
Grover  Niemeyer.

Daily  Universe 
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Air  Controllers'  Strike 
Merits  Our  Attention 

Some  of  us  are  perhaps  wondering  at  the  proximity  of  the  last  days 
due  to  the  growing  number  of  major  strikes  on  the  national  scene. 

The  air  strike  merits  more  than  our  usual  attention.  The  striking  air 
controllers  represent  more  than  effort  to  improve  their  own  lot.  The 
present  strike  is  the  latest  in  a series  of  efforts  aimed  at  improving  air 
safety.  The  strikers  have  taken  the  initiative  because  their  other  efforts 
have  not  resulted  in  the  needed  safety  measures. 

The  present  situation  now  stands  with  the  government  using  outright 
bribery  to  get  the  striking  controllers  back  on  the  job.  Air  controllers, 
as  federal  employes,  are  forbidden  to  strike.  The  AP  reports  the 
government  “threatened  to  punish  with  dismissal  or  suspension  those 
who  stay  out  and  to  reward  with  cash  and  promotions  those  who 
work.”  By  such  action,  the  government  is  obscuring  the  larger  issue. 
The  air  controllers  are  primarily  concerned  with  reducing  the 
nerve-wracking  work  load  that  makes  most  controllers  ready  to  retire 
by  age  40  and  in  replacing  out-dated  equipment.  Salary  is  not  a major 
concern.  Safety  in  air  travel  suffers  as  long  as  these  conditions  continue. 

Admittedly  the  striking  air  controllers  are  interrupting  a vital  part  of 
our  nation’s  commerce.  The  airlines  are  suffering  tremendous  financial 
losses,  not  to  mention  the  losses  of  those  who  use  the  airlines.  Yet  the 
issue  remains:  Is  commercial  expediency  worth  more  than  safety? 
Should  the  government  move  to  squelch  such  responsible  action? 

The  air  controllers  are  not  motivated  by  greed.  They  have  not  made 
demands  for  their  personal  benefit.  They  are  concerned  with  better 
performing  their  task.  The  government  should  show  that  they  recognize 
this  fact  by  treating  the  issue  maturely,  not  by  resorting  to  coercion. 

Cut  Out  Circumstance 
Rather  Than  Prayer 

(The  following  was  received  in  response  to  a recent  editorial  concerning  prayer 
at  Rock  Dances.) 

We  read  “Rock  Dance  Prayer:  Is  It  Really  Proper?”  and  wondered  if 
it  was  written  by  a religious  intellect  who  was  trying  to  stimulate  the 
minds  of  BYU  students  as  to  just  what  prayer  at  activities  meant  to 
them.  If  such  is  not  the  case  and  the  person  who  worte  the  article 
sincerely  feels  what  he  or  she  wrote,  may  we  add  our  personal  thoughts 
to  the  subject? 

One  of  us  being  a convert,  having  attended  her  first  LDS  activity 
several  years  ago,  was  overwhelmingly  impressed  that  the  youth  would 
seek  the  spirit  of  the  Lord  to  be  with  them  before  their  activity  and 
with  them  to  their  separate  destinations.  She  thought  not  (as  the  author 
of  Rock  Dance  Prayer  may  have  suggested)  that  the  activity  must  be 
approved  of  God  . . . instead  she  felt  the  SEEKING  OF  THE  SPIRIT. 

We  recall  reading  a statement  made  by  Brigham  Young  who  said  in 
effect  that  an  activity  should  be  of  such  that  we  could  go  to  prayer 
meeting  before  or  after  that  activity,  and  still  have  the  spirit  of  the 
lx>rd  to  be  with  us. 

May  we  suggest  this  thought.  If  we  are  calling  upon  God  in 
inappropriate  circumstances  perhaps  we  should  not  get  ourself  into  that 
circumstance.  Should  we  therefore  conclude  that  Rock  Dances  are  not 
circumstances  wherein  we  can  have  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord?  If  there  are 
those  who  feel  that  there  is  nothing  for  which  to  pray  before  a rock 
dance,  may  we  suggest  that  we  should  seek  for  the  Spirit  of 
discernment  and  find  that  perhaps  it  is  not  an  activity  worthy  of  our 
time. 

If  prayer  cannot  be  held  before  a rock  dance,  before  a concert  and 
YES,  even  before  a campus  movie  . . . cartoons  included  ...  if  we  can’t 
have  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  to  be  with  us,  we  suggest  it  is  not  an  activity 
to  be  involved  with.  We  remind  you  of  what  Brigham  Young  said  in 
reference  to  activities  before  and  after  prayer  meeting.  He  was  a strong 
advocate  of  dancing.  ^However,  if  we  remember  correctly  President 
David  0.  McKay  suggested  proper  and  modest  movements  while 
dancing.  And  if  we  are  rocking  out  and  “blowing  our  minds”  and 
unable  to  feel  the  presence  of  a spiritual  influence  (would  you  like 
Christ  to  be  present  at  your  activity  and  watching  you)  we  suggest 
doing  away  with  the  “Blowing  of  Minds”  rather  than  doing  away  with 
prayer. 

The  author  of  Rock  Dance  Prayer  suggests  that  many  prayers  are 
empty,  cliche-cluttered  and  word-multiplying.  Perhaps  it  is  more  likely 
that  those  listening  who  have  that  impression  are  those  that  are 
“EMPTY”.  It  is  not  our  place  to  judge  the  expressions  made  by  others 
in  prayer.  That,  we  feel,  is  taking  away  what  is  a sacred  part  of 
prayer— a personal  conversation  with  Heavenly  Father.  Each  of  us  have 
personal  feelings  about  what  is  sacred  to  us . . . what  we  are  thankful 
for  and  what  we  need. 

Prayer  should  not  be  made  common  in  that  it  is  a mere  salutation  but 
most  of  us  feel  uncomfortable  when  an  activity  that  is  Church-BYU 
centered  begins  without  seeking  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord.  We  want  the 
influence  of  Christ  at  our  activities  so  that  we  CAN  socialize  on  a 
plateau  that  will  be  uplifting  to  all  who  are  involved.

WRITERS  POSITIVE 


Editor: 

It's  too  bad  William  Dewitt  didn’t 
state  his  major  or  perhaps  some 
qualifications  which  give  him 
knowledge  to  set  himself  up  as  a 
literary  critic.  He  says  there  are  (and 
probably  never  will  be)  any  great 
Mormon  writers.  He  says  this  is 
because  of  the  lack  of  critical  thinkers, 
the  sentiment  and  the  missionary  spirit 
among  Church  members,  including 
I writers.  As  an  example  he  mentioned 
the  poetry  of  Carol  Lynn  Pearson. 

Are  tjnurcn  writers,  like  Mrs. 
Pearson,  lacking  literary  ability  or  are 
they  simply  out  of  philosophical 
agreement  vnth  Mr.  Dewitt?  In  general 
there  is  a strong  current  of  thought  in 
American  writing  which  views  man  and 
the  world  pessimistically.  In 
commenting  on  this  last  semester,  a 
member  of  the  BYU  English  Dept,  said 
most  members  of  the  Mormon 
Church— including  writers.-have  a 
positive  philosophy  regarding  man,  his 
nature  and  his  world.  This  is  in 
contrast  with  general  literary  and 
intellectual  trends. 

Also  most  Church  members, 
including  writers,  find  the  present 
sexual  explicitness  prevelant  in  much 
writing  to  be  morally  repugnant. 

Is  it  then  to  be  an  argument  of 
ability  or  attitude?  I feel  strongly  that 
the  growing  generation  inTheChurch  is 
developing  stronger  critical  and  literary 
abilities.  These  will  be  reflected  in 
continually  improving  Mormon 
literature  and  in  an  increasing 
appreciation  of  good  literature  by  the 
general  membership.  Maybe  Mormon 
writers  wilt  keep  emphasizing  the 
beauty  of  the  flowers  instead  of 
concentrating  on  the  dirt  in  the  garden. 
But  this  becomes  a question  of 
philosophy,  not  writing  or  thinking 
ability.  Certainly  there  are  serious 
problems  Mormons  can  and  should  be 
involved  with.  But  this  doesn ’t  change 
the  philosophy. 

I find  Mrs.  Pearson’s  poetry 
emotionally  moving  and 
philosophically  affirmative.  Her 
literary  abilities  to  deal  with  the 
language  according  to  poetic  standards 
are  good  and  are  improving.  I am  sure 
this  can  be  said  of  many  young  writers 
in  The  Church.  We  will  see  constant 
progress  in  Mormon  literature.  And  I 
am  thankful  for  the  positive  statement 
they  can  make  about  man  — the 
problems  and  joys  of  life.  If  this  bars 
them  from  critical  acclaim  then  the 
critics  are  the  losers.

Concert  Highlights  Good  Friday

Good  Friday  took  on  special 
significance  to  the  thousands  of 
persons  who  attended  the 
presentation  of  Johann  Sebastian 
Bach’s  monumental  “St.  Matthew

Passion”  in  the  Salt  Lake 
Tabernacle. 

Combining  forces  for  the  event 
were  the  Utah  Symphony 
augmented  by  the  Tabernacle 
Organ,  the  University  of 
Utah-Civic  Chorale  and  a core  of 
five  professional  soloists. 

Bach’s  work  is  in  German  what 
Handel’s  “Messiah”  is  in 
English— the  epitome  of  musical 
religious  expression.  Friday 
night’s  rendition  was  happily  a 
translation,  which  greatly  aided 
the  spiritual  impact  even  if  some 
less  obvious  aesthetic  qualities 
were  lost.  It  would  be  difficult  ta 
imagine  how  the  overwhelming 
love,  the  transcendent  significance 
and  the  intense  suffering  of  Jesus 
could  be  more  vividly  portrayed. 

What  is  most  striking  about 


Bach’s  music,  first  written  in 
1729,  is  the  emotional  impact  he 
managed  to  put  into  the  score. 
From  the  orchestral  opening  with 
its  sequential  repetition  of  the 
minor  second  motif,  to  the  final 
plaintive  appeal  of  the  double 
choruses  to  “rest  thou  calmly,’’ 
some  of  the  most  beautiful  and 
moving  music  in  history  is 
presented. 

In  addition  to  the  varied 
harmonizations  of  the  chorale 
tune,  such  things  as  the 
cacophony  of  the  disciples 
wondering  “Lord,  is  it  I?”  when 
Jesus  told  them  he  knew  one  of 
them  would  betray  him,  the  aria 
reflecting  Peter’s  remorse  and 
grief  after  denying  the  Lord,  and 
the  ominous  build-up  of  texture 
and  agitation  signifying  the 
gathering  of  storm  clouds  when 
Jesus  was  being  crucified  are 
unforgettable. 

Friday’s  performance  was 
memorable,  too.  Maestro 
Abravanel’s  interpretation  was 
exacting  and  refined,  the  choice 
of  numbers  (the  full  thing  would 
have  taken  four  hours)  effective, 
and  the  division  of  the  chorus  and 
orchestra  dramatic,  even  if  the 
strings  were  occasionally  out  of 
tune.  . 

Receiving  the  evening’s  biggest 
applause  was  the  tenor,  Charles 
Bressler,  who  took  the  narrative 
part  of  the  Evangelist.  His  clear 
tone  and  diction  were  enhanced 
by  the  Tabernacle  setting,  but  the 
ease  with  which  he  sang  his 
extremely  difficult  part,  hitting 
high  a’s  and  b’s  seemingly  without 
effort,  was  exciting  in  itself. 

Also  worthy  of  special  mention 
was  the  outstanding  soprano 
section  of  the  Civic  Chorale, 
whose  graceful,  florid  sound  was 
sheer  delight. 

This  magnificent  achievement 
of  Bach,  a profoundly  religious 
person,  remained  almost  unheard 
outside  his  home  in  Leipzig  until  a 
hundred  years  later  when  it  was 
revived  by  Mendelssohn.
